A S t r i k e Inaugrurated. 


GALVESTON, Aug, 28.—A strike of the 
carpenters and laborers in -the shops 
and yards along the line of the Gulf, 
Colorado and Santa Fe Railroad took 
place yesterday, an order to that effect 
having been issued by the Grand 
Council of the Knights of Labor, ap- 
plying to all the lines on which the 
workmen had a cause of grievance. 
The Santa Fe road was included in 
that class of corporation offenders, on 
the ground that the men employed on 
the line received less pay than those 
W9rking for the Missouri Pacific Rail- 
road Company, and that they had not 
been honestly dealt with. In the city 
an attempt was made to prevent the 
departure of the passenger train by 
blocking the track. 
The police, how- 
ever, interfered, and removed the ob- 
struction without opposition. 
Trains 
are now running as usual, and, thus 
far, the effects of the strike have not 
been perceptibly felt. At Fort Worth, 
and other prominent points on the road, 
the strike was general. 


Affairs at that place look serious, and 
though the railroad officials appear to 
treat the matter lightly, the indications 
are that they will be forced to accept 
the strikers' terms. 


Railroads Consolidated. 


N E W YORK, Aug. 28.—The New York 
Central and West Shore consolidation 
is given out as a fact. 
The parties 
who undertook to effect the transfer, it 
was agreed, should receive $50,000,000 
West Shore 4 per cent first mortgage 
bonds, guaranteed by the New York 
Central, for which they were to de- 
liver the West Shore property free and 
clear.

hood of an old burial mound, called 
Thor's 
Mound, 
struck an earthe.:» 
vessel with their picks, disclosing a 
number of gold pieces. 
On examin- 
ation it was found that an earthe® 
vessel of about seven inches diameter 
the rim, and covered with a flat 
stone, had been buried about a foot and 
half below the surface, and this had 
contained about a hundred little golden 
boats, curiously worked, varying in 
size from three to four and a half inches 
A gunwale and frames of thin strips oJ 
bronze had first been formed, and 
these had been covered with thin gold 
plates, some of which were further 
ornamented with impressions of con 
centric rings. The boats, if which onl^ 
few are in a fair state of pssservation, 
are tapered at both ends, and resemble 
the Danish fishing craft of the present 
lay. 
This discovery, which may be re- 
B^arded as a deposited treasure of votive 
offerings, and belongs doubtless to the 
olose of the bronze age, proves that 
frame-built vessels were already known 
that time, and that man was not 
satisfied with the hollowed-out trunks 
trees. 
The gold of which these 
ittle fishing models are composed was 
ealtied at £27, which amount, together 
writh a gratuity, has been forwarded to 
ihe finders, who are both poor men.

Presbyterian Church. His life of ao* 
tiritj and usefulness oovered a period 
of more tiutn fifty yean.

hard snd constant worker in spite of 
much bad, health. He began preaching 
in 1833 under a itpecial license, tiiough 
he was. not ordained » minister of the 
church tül 1835. His health would 
not permit him to keep » pulpit pez^ 
manently, and it was on this aeconnt 
he entered religious journalism; but in 
the midst of other arduous duties he 
has always preached more or less from 
pulpits held by other ministers. 
His 
great life work was as editor of the 
New York Observer, the recognized or- 
gan of the Presbyterian Church. 
He 
began writing a weekly letter for that 
journal in 1837, and made it a con- 
spicnous and popular feature for more 
than forty years. In speaking of these 
letters once, he said of them: fit is » 
wonder that tbe readers have not be- 
come sick and tired of them and 1>egg"d 
to be relieved." There could oertainlj" 
be 
no 
better 
evidence 
of 
Dr. 
Prime's intellectual force than his 
ability to hold his readers in 
• 
weekly installment for nearly half 
a century. But this letter was only 
a small part of the work he did for the 
Observer, as he became editor of the 
paper in 1840, and has ever since been 
a voluminous contributor to its col- 
umns. It is estimated' that he wrote 
more than five column for his newspa- 
per every week during a period of forty 
years, which would be equal to mor» 
than 100 volumes of 400 pages each.. 
That of itself would be an extraordi- 
nary ^mount of literary work, but dur- 
ing the same time he pnblished moro 
than forty books, covering a vast rang» 
of topics, and innumerable tracts, 
which had a wide circulation. 
Beside» 
all this he was actively engaged in. 
missionary and educational work, hav- 
ng been President, or Vice President^ 
or Secretary of various societies, like> 
the American and Poreign Christian. 
Union, the American Bible Society, 
the New York Society for the Advance- 
ment of Science and Art, eta 
He was 
also a trustee for several colleges. 
There have been few men whose live? 
were so completely filled with good 
works as that of Dr. Prime, or who 
have contributed so much as he did to 
the cause of religion and the improve- 
ment of the mind. His fame will al- 
•rays be of the brigl^est luster in the 
«loisJs of the Presbyterian Chureh.
